Eisenhower

ought not to link Communists and 
Democrats in the sam e class when 
they line up to fight their ene­ 
mies. 


The President’s admonition was 
delivered to the 
Republican Na­ 
tional Committee Thursday after 
it unanimously had affirmed a sub­ 
com m ittee’s choice of San F ra n ­ 
cisco as the site and Aug. 20 as 
the opening date for the 1956 pres­ 
idential nominating convention. 
Tile committee thanked Eisen­ 
hower for “ an inspirational and 
heart-warming talk’’ and proceed­ 
ed to assert in a resolution offered 
by former Sen. C. Wayland Brooks, 
Illinois m em ber: 
“ Thanks 
to 
him 
(Eisenhower) 
and his unequaled leadership, we 
approach 1956 not only determined 
to win, but convinced that we will 
win because America wants and 
is determined to have the quality 
of government which Dwight D. 
Eisenhower 
and 
the 
Republican 
party have given it.” 
Maintaining silence on his own 
plans, the President told the dele­ 
gates: 
“ Our greatest enemy is the Com­ 
munists. Our great struggle today 
k; a free world against a dictator 
world. Our greatest enemy is not 
the Democrats. So let’s not build 
up a picture that the worst enemy 
anyone can have is a Democrat. 
We just don't think they can do 
as good as we do. As a m atter of 
fact, we know it.”

Adrian de 
Boom (R-Owossoi Thursday pro­ 
posed formation of a State Scholar­ 
ship Board to grant aid to stud­ 
ents of state-supported and private 
colleges. 
De Boom asked the Legislature 
Ut set up a five-man board com­ 
posed of the state superintendent 
of public 
instruction

of two private colleges and the 
presidents of two stato-supported 
colleges. 
This board would be' empowered 
to allot any money granted by the 
Legislature for scholarships.

body of his curly-haired 9-year-old 
daughter from an ice-rimmed pond 
Thursday night. Three hours later, 
a wayward 16-year-old youth ad­ 
mitted killing the girl, the prose­ 
cutor reported. 
The victim was pretty Kathleen 
McLaughlin. Her body was found 
near her parents’ spacious subur­ 
ban home in fashionable Franklin 
Knolls. 
Was Problem Child 
Prosecutes Fred Ziem of adjoin­ 
ing 
Oakland 
County 
said 
Floyd 
Diamond, small for his age, ad­ 
mitted stabbing the child repeated­ 
ly with a jackknife and crushing 
her skull with a rock in a fit of 
passion that built up as he mauled 
her in roughhouse play. 
The boy recently w-as released 
after a year in the Wayne County 
Training School. 
His 
stepm other 
Mrs. Marge Diamond said he had 
been a “ problem child’’ w’ho never 
got beyond the fourth grade. 
The father. John J. 
McLaugh­ 
lin, 42, found the body in the pond 
during a search about two hours 
after the child was last seen by 
her family. 
The boys’ formal statem ent to 
Ziem told what happened in those 
two hours: 
Floyd, 
who lives 
three blocks 
from the McLaughlins, cam e by 
Kathleen’s 
home 
and 
saw 
her 
playing. Together, they headed to­ 
ward a skating pond near the one 
where the body was found. There 


they began scuffling and tripping 
each other. He knocked her down, 
and she called him a name.

Torn Off 
That angered him. He slapped 
her hard. She ran toward the other 
pond but he caught her and tore 
| off her jacket and blouse as she 
struggled in his grasp. 
He fondled her upper body but 
she broke 
free 
and 
ran 
again. 
Again he caught her and fell on 
top of her with his open pocket 
knife in his hand. The first stab­ 
bing 
wras 
“ accidental.” But the 
sight of blood did something to 
him and he stabbed the girl’s body 
repeatedly until the blade of his 
pocket knife broke. Then he opened 
a sm aller blade and slashed her 
more. 
Then he dragged her by the leg 
to the pond. As her exposed body 
touched the icy waiter, she cried 
out. He grabbed a large rock and 
hit her three times on the head 
before 
abandoning 
her 
in 
the 
water.

Ziem said he probably will seek 
a waiver of juvenile court juris­ 
diction so Floyd can be prosecuted 
for m urder. 
Police closed in on the skating 
| pond area imm ediately after the 
slaying was reported and began 
questioning every boy they saw. 
Floyd was one of many boys picked 
up in police cars for questioning. 
Officers, not satisfied with his an­ 
swers. went to his home and found 
blood-soaked 
clothing 
under 
his 
bed. They said he immediately ad­ 
mitted the crime.

states of Laos, Cambodia 
and Viet Nam. Each treaty nation 
is pledged to act “ in accordance 
with its constitutional processes” 
against arm ed aggression iii this 
area. 
3. To create safeguards against 
.subversion. Just how this is done 
has not been made clear. 
4 
To foster economic welfare.

But if we don’t, we 
may son face a .showdown on the future 
of Chiang’s armies, which we selfishly view 
as useful in th** free world’s defense. 
Yet perhaps this is a crisis that is fast 
approaching anyway. Even granting 
that 
the Quemoys and Matsus w ere held, one 
may wonder how long Chiang 
and 
his 
aging forces could cling to the fragile no­ 
tion they are going back to overthrow the 
Reds by force. 
Maybe we ought to let the dream be 
exposed for the empty thing it is, and b e­ 
gin making new calculations for the land 
defense <>f Formosa. The Nationalists just 
might surprise us and decide that freedom 
there is better than slavery at home.

What the President has been trying to 
do is to stabilize the Formosa situation so 
that a cease-fire could be seriously con­ 
sidered.

but does not know w hat to do about it. 
It should be said at first that simple en* j 
largem ent of the prostate— hypertrophy— 
is associated 
with 
increasing 
age. 
The 
prostate is a sex gland lying at the outlet j 
of the bladder, and if it enlarges instead I 
of shrinking( as it does in some) its 
in- , 
crease in size tends to interfere with thi 
free flow of urine. 
WHEN TH IS OCC URS the first sign of 
difficulty m ay be getting up at night more 
often. Som etim es it starts with delay and j 
difficulty in beginning urination. This is I 
frequently 
associated 
with 
incomplete 
em ptying of the bladder which leads 
to 
thickening of the bladder wall, lessened 
ability to hold the urine 
and 
increasing 
frequency. 
The amount of pain, irritation, and lo­ 
cal discomfort present from 
enlargem ent 
of the* prostate varies from man {o man. 
The "imp can be disturbed and, just as 


impoi tant, there is real danger of develop­ 
ing kidney trouble because of the back- 
ing-up pressure from the urine held in the 
bladder. 


.SOMETIMES A MAN with an enlarged 
prostate suddenly finds himself unable to 
urinate at all. The bladder then has to be 
emptied by the use ct a 
tube, 
called 
a 
catheter, which is passed into the bladder. 
With the help of a catheter the 
bladder 
can be em ptied and the symptoms relieved 
temporarily. However, it is 
not 
usually 
safe to rely on the use of th* catheter tube 
indefinitely nor to leave one in place for 
very long because of the danger ol infec­ 
tion.

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Can Sterile Taps 


Boost Sap Flow? 


Michigan Slate 
College

searchers are out for bigger and 
b ettV quality 
sap runs

low started tapping on Jan. IO. 
They have tapped 15 days apart 
and will continue 
boring 
until 
March I. In that way, they’ll be 
able to compare early and late 
tapping, and how 
tem perature 
affects the flow. 
The 
scientists 
think 
bacteria 
and molds have a lot to do with 
reducing the sap run—by plugging 
up the tree’s cells. 
So they are making 
the tap 
hole completely 
sterile. 
They 
burn the tap area by lighting ai 
cohol. Then, while it’s still burn­ 
ing, they bore a hole with a sterile 
bit. 
A 
sterile 
spile 
is 
inserted 
and an attached 
rubber 
hose 
drains into a 5-gallon container. 
The scientists realize that most 
sugar bushmen won’t 
go to all 
this trouble. But they do believe 
substances can 
be found 
to 
sterilize the tap after it is driven 
into the 
tree—if the 
organisms 
seriously hurt production. 
The 
researchers 
are contrast­ 
ing results from the sterile tap 
holes with the norm al 
way of 
tapping. 
They’re using 
a new 
plastic bag as a substitute for a 
bucket. 
Hie bag 
m anufacturer 
claims 
that the

penetrates 
the transparent plastic and helps 
reduce the number of bacteria 
in the sap. 
Dr. Costilow

One herd was fed from an 
area the soil of which was treat­ 
ed with nitrogen only: the other 
from an area in which the soil re­ 
ceived generous amounts of m in­ 
eral as well as nitrogen fertiliza­ 
tion. 
Very little difference could be 
I determ ined in the nutritive value 
of the crops raised to feed the 
separate herds, 
though 
the en­ 
riched soil yielded more feed per 
acre. 
Regular chemical 
analyses 
of 
the crops, as they w ere fed. and 
of the milk and blood of the cat­ 
tle were made. Samples of the 
milk were taken regularly to de­ 
termine the actual feeding value 
of the milk. 
Conclusions On Milk 
Here are some of the conclu­ 
sions about milk: 
1—The consuming public need 
not be concerned about tile quali­ 
ty of milk produced by cows that 
subsist on feed produced on poor 
land. 
2—The milk produced by both 
herds contained as much or more 
protein, fat, and mineral consti­ 
tuents as are commonly found in 
the milk you buy. 
3—The amount and kind of ani- i 
no acids in the milk proteins were 
similar in the milk supply from I 
both herds: though one h erd ’s feed ' 
came from fertilized soil, the oth- : 
er herd's feed from unfertilized.

By Fellow-Convicts

Serge Rubinstein was hated by 
fellow prisoners when he served 
a 30-month term in the Federal 
Penitentiary for lying to his draft 
board. 
An informed source dost to the 
prison said: 
“ Rubinstein’s killer might very 
well be someone hr knew here 
in Lewisburg, 
IL* was a brag­ 
gart and overbearing and 
made 
big promises to prisoners for lit­ 
tle favors. 
“ T hey resented him and didn’t 
trust him. 
Feeling was high, es­ 
pecially 
among military prison­ 
ers 
who 
were 
court-martialed 
overseas while he 
stayed home 
and made millions and got only 
half the sentence they did.”

The only accomplishment

which he is remembered was that 
he once spent a day straighten­ 
ing two-pronged paper fasteners 
with a pair of pliers.
